His Agents Will Investigate the 
- Price of Beef 


AT ST.LOUIS AND ELSEWHERE 
Meanwhile Dr. Salmon Explains How 


the-Cow Broke the High 
Jump Record. 


WASHINGTON, April 13—Dr. Salmon, 
Chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
is preparing instructions to agents in ac- 
cordance with Secretary Morton’s direc- 
tions to investigate the cause of the high 
price of beef products, and what influence 
the Trust has in the prices. The inquiry 
will be caried on at Chicago, St. Louis, 
Kansas City, Omaha, Nebraska City, Sioux 
City, Hammond, Ind., and other points 
where the bureau has a force of experts. 

Dr. Salmon has heretofore made an in- 
quiry in this direction and his report on 
conditions governing the price of cattle” 
gives some views applicable to the pres- 
ent inquiry. He says: The estimated num- 


ber of animals from which the beef — — 
is drawn gives but little idea as to whether 
this supply has increased more rapidly than 
the demands, or whether, on the other 
hand, it has diminished. Our rapidly in- 
creasing population and our fluctuating 
export trade must be constantly borne in 
mind, if we wish to hold clear views on 
this important subject. 

“In considering the proposition of the 
proportion of cattle to production, and 
drawing conclusions as to the relative beef 
supply in different years, the fact should 
not be overlooked that there has been a 
change in the twenty years in the character 
of steers that have been sent to market. 
New and better blood has been infused into 
the old stock, and the result is that steers 
are marketed younger, weigh more and 

feld a larger proportion of carcass than 

ormerly. The beef supply obtained from a 
given number of cattle is for this reason 
than it was a few 
years ago. e increased number of cattle 
per 1,000 of population does not, therefore, 
represent the whole increase in the beef 
supply which has taken place since 1879. 

“There Is, in addition, an increase resulting 
from early maturity, size and quality, which 
can only be estimated with great difficulty 
and uncertainty. It has been evident from 
the receipts of cattle at the leading stock 
yards of the country that a large number of 
such cattle have been marketed in propor- 
tion to the stock on hand, and-this has been 
one of the leading factors which operated 
to decrease the price of steers. Since the 
decline in prices the profits in cattle raising 
have been greatly reduced, and in many 
localities this industry has been conducted 
ata sitive loss. The inevitable tendency 
has therefore been to sell off the stock and 
reduce the business, and consequently the 

roportionate number of cattle marketed 

as been much greater than during the 
years from 1881 to 1884, when the industry 
Was paying and the stock on hand was de- 
ing increased. For this reason the markets 
of the country have not felt the influence 
of the reduction of the stocks of cattle in 
rtion to the population, which the 
abies plainly show has occurred, and which 
must continue at an increasing rate from 
year to year. 

The price of steers in the future will de- 
pend more on the price of hogs, upon the 
value of the exports of cattle and beef 
products, and upon the proportion of steers 
marketed, than upon any changes likely to 


occur in the number of cattle per 1,000 pop- 


ulation existing in the country.” 

The latest cattle statistics of the Agri- 
cultural Department were furnished by 
Statistician Robinson Feb. 14 last. The re- 
Port says: “The decrease in number of 
oxen and other cattle since the estimate 
for January, 1894, has been very marked. It 
amounts to 2,424,952, or 6.13 per cent of the 
last year’s number. Estimate for 1895 makes 
the number of such cattle 34,364,216, against 
$6,608,168 in 1894. Accompanying this consid- 
erable decrease in numbers there has been 
a falling off in the value per head. The de- 
cline in the per capita value has been from 
14.66 in 1894 to 14.06 this year, a decrease of 
60 cents.

William Henry Allen to Sue for the 
Heart of Frisco. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 13.—Wm. 
Henry Allen, supposed for twenty years to 
be dead, has returned to the city. Allcu 
at one time owned lands in the heart of 
San Francisco now valued at $14,000,000. The 
records do not show that the property cver 
passed out of his hands, although the pres- 
ent holders have had possession for nearly 
a generation, A quit claim deed to half 
of his interest in the lands has just been 
filled, the ntee being Lawyer John C. 
Watson. e property claimed is that on 
which the handsome Crocker building, the 
Palace Hotel, the Chronicle and many other 
buildings stand. 

Attorney Watson says that in 1848 L. Cal- 
lendar received deeds to the lands from T. 
M. Leavenworth, then Alcalde and Chief 
Magistrate of San Francisco. Callendar 
d ed the lands to Allen, his brother-in- 
law, in liquidation of a debt. Allen went 
back to his home in New York, was hurt in 
an accident and lost his mind. For twenty 

ears he has been insane and his impairment 

but recently passed away. Against 
such a man the statute of limitations cannot 
be pleaded, the lawyer claims.

Suit for 200,000 Acres. 


PORTLAND, Ore., April 13.—A case in- 
volving title to 200,000 acres of valuable 
land in Multnomah and Clackamas Coun- 
ties near this city comes up in the United 
States Circuit Court next Tuesday. 

The mane, known as the “Overlap land 
ease, is brought by the United States 
Government against the Southern Pacific 
Railway. 

In 1873 the Government made a land grant 
to the Northern Pacific Railway, and sub- 
sequently Congress granted to the Oregon & 
California Road a tract’ from Portland to 
the California line. As the end of both 

ants was at Portland they overlapped in 

ultnomah and Clackamas Counties, and 
the disputed land is the overlapping tract of 


200,000 acres. 

The contention of the Government is that 
the land, having been previously given to 
the Northern Pacific, could not be included 
in the grant to the Oregon & California 
Line, which has been absorbed by the 


Southern Pacific. 
The Northern Pacific failed to build that 


branch, and its grant was forfeited to the 
Government.

It Is Not Too Large. 


COLLECTOR SPECK’S CALLERS 


No General ‘Kick, but Millionaires Fix 
Their. Income Low Enough 
to Reduce Their Tax. 


Monday will be the last day for paying 
the. income tax without penalty. Since 
Wednesday Collector Speck’s office has 
been crowded with elbowing, excited, anx- 
fous and nervous men, but altogether it 
has been a good-natured crowd, willing to 
pay the tax for the protection they receive. 

It is a new experience to the money bags, 
and their annoyance dd nervous uncer- 
tainty as they edged their way through the 
crowd to the counter to be interrogated by 
the deputy collectors was as apparent as 
that of a “‘geezer’’ expecting to be plucked, 
when he don’t know whether he has steer- 
ed into a Clark avenue joint or a fashiona- 
ble bar. The blanks are an inexplicable 
mystery to them, and every form of ques- 


tion imaginable is asked concerning every 
detail of the blank forms. 

Jim Hardy was one of the early comers 
Thursday, but he was ashamed to ask ques. 
tions before such” a crowd. Col. Hardy did 
ask a few questions, however, before leav- 
ing, and one of them was put thus point- 
edly: How many lies have been told here 
to-day?” He took out a blank, declared by 
the holy smoke that his income is less than 
$4,000 a year, and before leaving requested 
one of the deputies, a friend of his, to call

tions asked by wealthy men are for the 
purpose of seeing if the law can be evaded. 
There have been men in the crowds that 
have thronged the Collector's office every 
day, who looked as though they might have 
all kinds of money buried in their cellar 
and wouldn't trust a bank as far as they 
could throw a cow by the tail. The little 
weazen-faced fellows, with narrow, deep- 
set eyes and a bunch of hirsute hay at the 
apex of their chins, were invariably suspi- 
cious and uncommunicative. 
But, taken as a class, the wealthy citi- 
zens of St. Louis do not object to paying the 
income tax. The miserly few who displayed 
an unfriendly feeling toward it were con- 
spicuous in the good-natured crowds from 
day to day, and did not represent the active, 
progressive business element which has 
made St. Louis the great city it is, and 
earned for it first place among the cities 
of the world in a financial way. Even the 
railroads have come up with their state- 
ments and are offering no resistance. The 
same may be said of almost every co ra- 
tion in the city. Of course, it would do 
them no good to kick, but corporations are 
so accustomed to kicking about everything 
that comes up that Collector Speck thinks 
it a wonder a few of them did not enter 
protest through force of habit. 

The tax does not have to be paid till July. 
Corporations of every kind have to make 
sworn statements to the Collector, and if 
they are earning a dollar they will have to 
pay a tax on it. There are no exemptions 
except where companies are not making 
money and consequently cannot be said 
to have any income. Only in this respect 
does the law make any distinction between 
the corporation and the individual. The 
latter, if not having an income to exceed 
$1,000, is exempt, but corporations must 
pony up 2 cents if they only earn $1 a year 
An individual having an income of 8.500 a 
year or over is expected to file a state- 
ment with the Collector; otherwise he is 
Hable to be assessed, and in that event 
it devolves upon him to prove that his in- 
dome is less than the prescribed 44.000 
plunks.“ If a man’s income is $3,400 he 
is not expected to make a return. a 

Everybody about the Collector's office is 
sworn. to secrecy, and a punishment is 
prescribed for divulging information in 
8 of the Collector or his deputies.

A in the Union. In New York nearly all 
the municipal and State bonds are held, 
and in this city also are the big landed 
estates. The main features of the law are, 
therefore, wiped out, and the party gets 
nothing for its pains.”

Ulinois Senatorial Bridge Inquiry 
Not Yet in Full Swing. 


INVITED IN. 


After Waiting for Local Business Men 
f 
to Show Up the Commiteee Con- 
eludes to Send After Them. 


The absence of witnesses prevented the 
continuance: of the Illinois legislative in- 
quiry into the bridge consolidation at the 
hour appointed, 9:30 a. m., Saturday. At 
that time not a single volunteer witness 
had appeared, and the committee was in a 
quandary. At length Chairman Campbell 
began inquiring for perons eligible to give 
testimony and as the result a letter was 
drawn up and copies thereof sent to Presi- 
dent Thomas Booth of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, President D. C. Ball of the Cotton 
Exchange, and Secretary James Cox of the 
Business Men's League, requesting them to

appear, or to suggest the names of others 
who would appear to testify to facts within 
the scope of the investigation. Mr. Cox re- 
plied that he would forward the communica- 
tion at once to Mr. Tebbetts, Chairman of 
the Transportation Committee of the 
League. Mr. Booth called up Mr. F. W. 
Morton of the Simmons Hardware Company 
who promised to hold a conference with oth- 
er business men at the Noonday Club, be- 
tween 12 and 1 o’clock, and Mr. Booth stated 
that the committe would probably be waited 
on by witnesses between 2 and 5 p. m. Sat- 
urday. Mr. Ball was not at his office, when 
Sergeant-at-Arms Anderson called with the 
letter, but a promise was given that the 
gan should have his immediate atten- 
tion. 
Chairman Campbell stated that after 
Saturday’s hearings at the Planters’ Hotel, 
and Monday’s session at East St. Louis, 
no more sessions of the committee would be 
held until next Saturday, April 2, when the 
inquiry would be resumed at the Martell 
House in East St. Louis, The members of 
the committee would all go home for 
election, and on Wednesday, Thursda 
and Friday they would be occupied wit 
their regular legislative duties at Spring- 
field. But after the hearing of next Satur- 
day in East St. Louis the Committee would 
return here on successive Saturdays as iong 
as any one could be found to testify. They 
ae sit on Saturday and Monday of each 
week, 
The letter addressed to Messrs. Booth, Ball 
and Cox was as follows: 
DEAR SIR—As a committee, appointed by the 
Senate of the State of Illinois to investigate the 
Illinois & St. Louis Bridge Co., St. Louis Mer- 
chants’ Bridge Co., St. Louis Bridge Co., St. Louis 
Merchants’ Bridge Terminal Railway and the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association of St. Louis and ether 
rdilroads and bridge companies, we would be glad 
to have the merchants, manufacturers and all 
other persons interested to co-operate in furnish- 
ing such information as will enable the committee 
to make a full report to the State Senate of II- 
linois of the manner and methods that are now 
employed by incorporations to mdintain 
arbitrary rates. 
We-would be glad for you or any that 
ean furnish us any information to call at Parlor 
B,“ Planters’ Hotel, to-day. Yours respectfully, 
CHAIRMAN OF COMMITTEE. 
Mr. Campbell desired to impress upon all 
who had an interest in the hearing that the 
attendance of witnesses upon this inquiry 
was entirely voluntary. He gave emphatic 
assurance that this investigation was to be 
as thorough as the testimony supplied 
would permit. He desired to call attention 
to the amended charter of the Merchants’ 
Bridge Co., which, taken with the published 
charges of consolidation, form the Dasis of 
this investigation. The section (No. 11 of the 
act, approved Sept. 10, 1888), reads as fol- 
lows: 
“Sec, U. That whereas, a principal rea- 
son for giving authority to build the bridge 
herein contemplated is to secure reasonable 
rates and tolls for corporations and indi- 
viduals for passing over the same, the St. 
Louls Merchants’ Bridge Co., or its suc- 
cessors or assignees, shall not agree or 
consent to the consolidation of this bridge 
company with any other bridge company 
across the Mississippi River, or to the pool- 
ing of the earnings of this bridge company 
with the earnings of any other bridge com- 
pany on said river, nor shall any person 
who is or nag | a director or manager 
of any other bridge over said river, be a 
director or manager of the bridge herein 
provided for; provided, that if this provision 
of this act shall at any time be violated 
in any of these particulars, such violation 
shall, without legal proceeding, at once 
forfeit the eh Ag ee hereby granted, and 
said bridge shall become the property of the 
United States, and the Secretary of War 
shall at once take possession of the same 
in the name and for the use of the United 
States.“ 
Senators Green and Kingsbury were some- 
what annoyed by the statements to the ef- 
fect that they had held a “star chamber“ 
sesion with Col. John H. Overall. 
Senator Green said: I would like to have 
our position put straight in this matter. I 
was sitting up in my room when Senator 
Campbell came up and said that Col. Over- 
all desired to see me. I was introduced to 
him in Senator Campbell’s room. We did 
not ask him any questions or talk with him 
in regard to the investigation, and he vol- 
untarily said that if there were any of his 
principals whom we desired to use as wit- 
nesses he would gladly have them appear 
before us. We then dropped the subject and 
began a discussion of the Illinois Silver Con- 
vention and silver in general, and did not 
in refer to the bridge A hy on.

The Wmited number of cer- 
tificates, about 750 in all, prevents dealing in 
extensive lots, but the width of the fluctua- 
tions more makes up a discrepancy 
in the excitement and unce nty of the 
business. 

On Monday of this week the market closed 
at $1.30 and at 11:15 to-day was sell at $1.98, 
an advance of 66 cents, more than 10 cents a 
day for the week.

“The importance of this subject is second 
only to the tariff. Its unsatisfactory and 
unsettled condition is belieyed to have . 
gravated the financial and business diffi- 
culties through which we have been com- 
pelled to pass. The place which silver should 
occupy in our monetary system, it seems, 
is a question which will not down. The ef- 
fort to settle through the Sherman bill by 
the Republican ty was a confessed fail- 
ure. That party hastened to join in undoing 
its work. The sentiment in favor of a larger 
use of silver and on terms interchangeable 
with gold seems to be growing, both here 
and abroad. - 

“Apparently nobody in Europe is cour- 
ageous or reckless enough to attempt the 
double standard without England’s consent. 
Can we safely do this without England and 
all Europe opposing? It is not the legal ten- 
der quality which makes our silver dollars 
more valuable than the silver in them. It 
is because, under the practice of our finan- 
cial system they are interchangeable with 
gold through the Treasury. When silver 
Was discredited by being left out of the 
coinage laws of 1873, there was nothing in 
the relative values of silver and gold to 

ustify it. This is not the only cause, but 
t is one cause why the commercial value 
of silver is not more than it is. In prosper- 
ous times we could safely use a large 
amount of silver, always providing for its 
convertibility into money which does not 
get its value from the law. 

“The Honorable Secretary of the Inte- 
rior, Hoke Smith, said in a speech that the 
bullion in the Treasury was being coined 
as fast as the mints could do it, which 
would increase our circulation to the ex- 
tent of $55,000,000. This would seem to mean 
that the bullion in the Treasury, including 
seigniorage, is being coined. 


SILVER IN WISCONSIN. 


A Quiet Sentiment in Favor of More 
Liberal Legislation. 


CHICAGO, III., April 13.—A special to the 
Times-Herald from Madison, Wis., says: 
There will be no Democratic silver conven- 
tion called In Wisconsin this year. United 


States Senator Vilas is at home, and since 
the call for an Illinois silver convention was 
issued, Mr. Vilas has been making his anti- 
free silver views known with marked ef- 
fect. On the other hand, Gov. Upham and 
the Republican leaders in this State are 
taking equally strong ground in opposition 
to the so-called silver agitation, with the re- 
sult that the rank and file of both parties 
is not inclined to take much part in silver 
discussion. 

Nevertheless there is a decided, although 
quiet sentiment, in the ranks of both parties 
in favor of more liberal legislation upon the 
silver question, and not a few members of 
the two parties are pronounced in favor of 
free and unlimited silver coinage. Seventy- 
five of the 13833 members comprising the Wis- 
consin Legislature have been interviewed 
by a Times-Herald representative. Of this 
number thirty are Democrats and forty 
are Republicans, taken at random from all 
portions of the State. The views of the 
members interviewed may be summarized 
as follows: 

The thirty Democrats stand—For free 
coinage 7, against free cofnage 8, for an in- 
ternational agreement 9, non-committal 6. 

The forty-five Republican Senators and 
Assemblymen who were interviewed are 
thus divided: For free coirnnage 9, against 
free coinage 21, for an international agree- 
ment 8, for coinage of American product 2, 
non-committal 5.

KEEPING DOWN THE COST. 


Board of Public improvements Rejects 
_ Excessively High Bids. 


On Friday the Board of Public Improve- 
ments inaugurated a new rule in rejecting 
bide for street paving, which exceeded the 
Doard’s estimates of the work to be done, 


and on which the appropriations are based. 

There has been a marked decline in the 
cost of all kinds of work, and until the 
board in making its eftimates reduced the 
figures, the bids were usually below the es- 
timates. Before the last letting the Doard 
made its estimates on the basis of what 
recent bids have shown to be the average 
cost. Grading, formerly figured at 30 cents 
a cubic yard, was put at 15 cents, and cross- 
walks, formerly figured at $2 a cubic yard, 
were put on a $1.50 basis. Then it was de- 
cidede to reject all bids in excess of the es- 
timates, City Counselor Marshall having 
given an opinion to the effect that the board 
had no right to exceed the appropriation 
set forth in any given ordinance authorizing 
street construction.

He ig now in po- 
sition to assure all delinquents that there 
is positively no escape from either original 
assessments, penalties or costs, if there is 
any property in sight. Out of 4,000 suits 
brought last December against persons de- 
linguent as to personal taxes for $10 or 
more, 1,100 judgments were obtained, all by 
default, and the Sheriff was directed to levy 
executions thereunder. He has until June 1 
to make his return to court. Many of these 
judgments reach back to 1889, amd the pen- 
alty on such for 1893 taxes is 638 per cent of 
the total amount of tax added from year to 
mer.

SCHOOL BOARD FUNDS 


— — — 


Director Grawe's Reasons for Object ing 
to the Board’s Acts. 


Director Grawe's attempt at Tuesday's 
meeting to get seme legal advice as to the 
right of the School Board to build the num- 
ber of schools now contemplated, or under 
contract, has caused some talk among his 
associates. Mr. Grawe'’s resolution was 
tabled, and he is now desirous of getting a 
hearing outside the d 

His resolution stated, by way of premise, 
that the board is pre to let contracts 
for new schools; that no contracts can be 
let without appropriations having been 
made for the ; that no appropriations 
can be made unless there is an estimate and 
appowtseeseent of the income at the n- 
ning of the fiscal year, and that the appro- 
priations and income the current fiscal 
year have been exhausted. For these rea- 
sons he asked that Attorney Stark be asked 
whether the contracts, either let or about 
to be let, are valid. 

Mr. Grawe thus explains his objection: 

“Seco. 1 of rule 2 s: “The fiscal year 
shall begin on the ist day of July, and the 
Ways and Means Committee shall report 
ution that 


month of each year an estimate 
of the income and revenue available for 
current expenses for the fiscal year, and 
shall, at the same time, recommend to the 
board appropriations to be made for the 
expenditures of such year, in accordance 
with those estimates, but the aggregate ap- 
propriations shall not exceed 90 per cent of 
the estimated income.“ 

7 2 of the same rule ay ind ‘A general 
account shall be kept by the retary cred- 
iting the estimated revenues for the year 
and char the propriations made by 
the board. account shall be kept 
with each appropriation, and the liabilities 
created against the same charged therein, 
so that the unexpected balance, if y, 
may be ascertained at a glance. No lia- 
bility shall be created by the board or any 
committee unless an appropriation there- 
for shall have theretofore been made.’ 

Thus far this fiscal year the board has 
spent the $280,000 appropriated last August 
for building purposes; also $102,000 obtained 
by the sale of real estate and $147,000 of next 
year’s income. Contracts are to be let 
which will eat up all of next year’s avall- 
able building funds and some of the year 
following. hold this to be a violation of 
the law of the State and the rules of the 
board.

Kolb Seek Such an End. 


NO OBJECTION TO MARRIAGE. 
Always Light Hearted, Katie Kolb’s 


Threats of Death Received Little 
Heed From Her Aunt. 


At 10 o’clock this morning the inquest was 
held upon the dead bodies of Louis Frank 
and Katie Kolb, who were found under a 
cluster of trees on the Watson road yester- 


day afternoon. 

‘ The verdict as returned was, as to Migs 
Kolb, death at the hands of Louis Frank. 
As to Frank the verdict was suicide. 

The stery elicited at the inquest’ was in 
substance the same as that fully told in 
the Post-Dispatch of yesterday. 

The terrible suffering, the agony, the 
death struggle of one or both of the parties

to this tragedy remains a matter of con- 
ecture. But the story of the cause which 
ed to the dreadful act is told in pretty 
Kate Kolb’s letter to her aunt. 

It is the old, old story of ‘love, of confi- 
dence, of betrayal, and ultimate shame. 
The girl, a merry, light-hearted thing, had 
had frequent spells of despondency of late. 
Her aunt, it seems, knew of her delicate 
condition, and no obstacles to the marriage 
of the young couple were offered by either 
side of the two families. It was but the 
matter of a day to right the wrong into 
which love had led her and to make good 
her name. In the face of such unusually 
ropitious circumstances, the denovement 
s passing strange. 

Did her lover refuse to marry her when 
she urged him to protect her honor? 

Did he fear the aftermath of exposure, 
even when marriage had been consum- 
mated? 

Or was the girl herself apprehensive of 
the after-clap which marriage condones, 
but does not hide? 

These are questions which suggest them- 
selves, yet a will remain unanswered by 
the lips upon which death has placed its 


Seal. 


That poison was first taken is proven by 
the empty box of rough on rats_which was 
found beside the corpses and by the terrible 
discoloring of the tongues of the suicides,

Did it work too slowly? Or was their suf- 
fering so great from the effects of it that 
they resorted to a quicker and more cer- 
tain method to end their lives? 

Although poor Katie was shot twice, 
once near the center of the breast and once 
directly over the heart, it may be that even 
the bullet wounds failed to kill, and that to 
end her death struggle her lover cut her 
throat from ear to ear. 

Frenzied by grief, remorse and despair 
he then inflicted upon himself the same 
wounds that marked her rigid form. 

The lovers disappeared from home about 
dusk Wednesday, and before leaving the 
presence of her aunt, the girl intimated, 
as she had done on previops occasions, that 
she was ing to die with her sweetheart. 
But as she was in a light-hearted mood, 
when she said this, no importance was at- 
tached to it by the aunt, who chided the 
girl good-humoredly for thus frivoiously 
talking of so serious a matter. When 
both the lovers failed to return the follow- 
ing morning, the two households became 
alarmed, and Mrs, Frank, the young man’s 
mother, and a neighbor, went to the 
Morgue to ascertain if any bodies had been 
found. 

Friday afternoon Mrs. Mosner, Katie's 
aunt, found wedged between the wall and 
a looking-glass the girl's farewell letter. It 
confirmed her worst fears, and told the 
oft-told story of wrong, and shame, and 
death. Wer liebt muss leiden“ (who loves 
must suffer) Kate wrote her aunt. “You 
know it yourself.’’ 

Perhaps the two, who seemed to be on the 
best of terms, had often discussed the sub- 
ject of love with its train of happiness, 
and alas! more often misery. 

The letter which is well written and com- 
posed, reads as follows:

THE MARKETS. 


ST. LOUIS, APRIL 13. 

The Modern Miller of this date says: The growth 
of the winter wheat plant this week has been 
ising, but the old menace—lack of moisture—still 
threatens the harvest. The general fall of rain 
and snow ten days and two weeks since in various 
parts of the winter wheat region was drunk up by 
the parched soil, which now requires another and 
a thorough wetting. Last evening nine-tenths of 
the winter wheat area of America could have been 
benefited by a fall of moisture sufficient to reach 
the roots of the wheat plant.. In the prairie win- 
ter wheat region rain is a positive necessity in or- 
der that the recent improved condition of the plant 
may be maintained. The worst reports received 
from our correspondents this week comes from 
those sections that have sent disco ng advices 
for the past six weeks, hamely, Central Kansas, 
Central Oklaboma, Texas and localities in Indiana. 
In the West the soft — — ab ares ving. developed the 

: 19 k of si of 

none speak of since ope te 
confirmi early ines the 8 — of pris 
oats ng and corn planting season is &. iaie 
advancing northward, and the promise of a broad 
acreage of these grains coptinues to grow. This 
week's advices indicate that many Nebraska wheat 
fields will be seeded to corn or oats. Farmers’ 
liveries are still insignificant, forming but a por- 
tion of the actual demands of the grain trade. 

Exports from this country during March, assording 
to Custom House returns, were 6,285,848 bu wheat 
and 2,887,805 bu corn, against 6,413,931 bu wheat 
and 6,580,484 bu corn in March, 1804.

MATCH RACE MAY OCCUR. 

Ownership of the Horse Will Be Thor- 

oughly Sifted Down Before tho 
Embargo Is Enforced. 


Secretary J. K. Gwynn of the Fair As- 
sociation, who went to Memphis to straight- 
en out the Simmons matter, returned home 
this morning. 

The Turf Congress had adjourned and I 
found but two members at Memphis when 
I got there, said Secretary Gwynn. “From 
them I learned that the congress, by a 
unanimous vote had outlawed Simmons, 
but before enforcing the embargo on the 
herse it was decided to have his ownership 
thoroughly investigated by a committee 
come of Messrs. Mu 
were notifi not to allow the 
mons match race. The committee will re- 
port in Chicago next Tuesday, however, 
and if Charles Cella’s ownership is proved 
to the committee the race will be run as 
advertised.”’ 

The general impression is that Charles 
Cella's ownership papers will be accepted 
as genuine and that the outlaw ban on 
Simmons will be removed. 

President Maffitt of the Fair Association 
and Turf Congress stated this morning to 
a Post-Dispatch representative that he was 
confident the committee wowld report favor- 
ably on the ownership of Simmons and 
that his match race with Dr. Rice would be 
run at the Fair Grounds next Saturday. 

“I expect that the committee will be con- 
vinced that Charles Cella owns the horse,“ 
said Mr. Maffitt, and he is the man the 
Fair Association will do business with, ‘as 
far as the Simmons end of the match is 
concerned. . 

Mr. Maffitt was greatly mortified and 
disturbed over the unjust manner in which 
his Memphis representative, W. G. Harding, 
was criticised for his supposed inactivity 
in looking out for St. Louis interests at 
the Turf Congress meeting.

“He fought for St. Louis, but he could not | 
come out and defend himself by explaining 
in detail what he had done, because the 
meeting was an executive one, and as a 
gentleman, pledged to secrecy, he was un- 
able to divulge anything. Knowing all the 
details now, I can say that he deserves 
credit instead of censure for his conduct at 
the conference.“
